National Archives still ha9 not declassified the January 27, 1964 
neetlng of- the Commission. Excerpts of this meeting have been publish: ‘ 
in Chrater one of Congressman Ford a book "Portrait of the Assassin", 
These excerpts deal with the allegations made by the Texas authorities 
that Oswald was an FBI Informant 1 I wrote Dr a Bahmer a letter 
requesting declassification of this material, and pointing out 
Incongruities in the present state of affairs. First of all,, the 
material la, de facto , no longer secret, inasmuch as Congressman 
Ford saw fit to publsh classified portions of his personal copy of 
the traneorlpt in his took. Second of all, transcripts of the 
Commission's hearings are NOT copyrighted, although they CAN be 
withheld from the publio If they are classified* In this situation, 
we hove the speotaole of classified unoopyrighted material, which 
has now been made public in auoh a manner that it la protected by 
the copyright that applies to Ford's book! For lr one wishes, at 
present, to .quote extensively from the portions of the January 27 
1964 meeting whloh have been published (in violation of the law) 
by Congressman Ford, one must get permission to do so from Ford's 
publishers! not to do so would be to violate Ford s copyright. 

Dr. Bahmer replied to my letter that the National APchlves could 
not do anything further ab out this matter, and declined my roquost 
to declassify even these pavtlons of the Jan 27 meeting that have 
been published In Congressman Tord* a book. Therefore, those wishing 
to have a complete copy of all the Commission's Executive Session:-' 
that are now available should also acquire a copy of Chapter ono of 
Ford's book, published In hardoover by Simon and Schuster and in 
softcover by Ballentlno B 0 oks of Now York. (B 0 th books, Incidentally, 
are now listed as out of print, but copies are available at some 
stores , ) 

Thankyou for your cooperation in replying to the notice, 
and regarding the delay in shipping tho book. I hope you 
will find the documents Instructive and rewarding.
